The Baltimore and Ohio Com- 
pany and the Pennsylvania 
Road Make Terms and Cease 
fKeir Warfare—An End of the 
Lou) 
Fare. 


From the Baltimore Suu of April 17. 
As was briefly indicated in the Sun 


f Wednesday, the war which has been 
raging between the Pennsylvania and 
Jaltimoro and Ohio Railroad Com- 
ranies for four months past is now cnd- 
d, the terras of adjustment, which 
ave been amicably agreed upon, to go 
nto effect on Monday next. The his- 
ory of the causes which led to the very 
erious quarrel between these great 
ompanies, and the basis upon which 
t was settled, aru interesting. 
Upon 


he opening of the Baltimore and Poto- 
mac road, in July last, the PC- nsylva- 


Company, controlling the line bo- 


ween New York and Washington, via 
fork, Pennsylvania, opened tl'at route 
'or through travel, ignoring the Pliila- 
iolphia, Wilmington and Baltimore and 
Jaltimore and Ohio roads. 


This Hue was much longer than that 


•ia Philadelphia, and it was nnder- 
tood was resorted to only with the 
lew of 
obtaining favorable 
terms 


,hrough the Union tunnel (passing 
•hrough Baltimore), and cffecling satis- 
actory arrangements with the I'hila- 
lolphia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
j'ompany for a connection at Bayview, 
on the eastern border of this city. 
SIpon accomplishing these results the 
LJennsylvania Company abandoned the 
York route, and then began its efforts 
;o divert to the new route via Bayview 
and Union and Potomac tunnels the 
entire passenger business between Now 
York, Philadelphia and Washington, 
Ibis scheme was temporarily interrupt- 
ed by the freshet in August, which did 
great damage to the Baltimore and 
Potomac rood, but did not injure ma- 
;erially the old and substantial road of 
;he Baltimore and Ohio between this 
city and Washington. 


In September, however, the Penn- 


sylvania Company, controlling the Now 
York end of the route (the 
road 


through New Jersey), by persistent 
efforts managed to get into their cars 
nearly all the passengers South bound, 
and carried them through by the Bal- 
timore and Potomac 
line. 
From 


Washington, however, where the old- 
established 
route was better known 


passengers preferred the double-track 
road of the Baltimore and Ohio Com- 
pany, and the singular feature was pre- 
sented of almost the entire South-bound 
business going via the Baltimore and 
Potomac, and that North-bound via 
tho Baltimore and Ohio route, oblig- 
ing the roads between Baltimore and 
New York to haul in reverse directions 
many passenger cars almost empty.— 
This continued during the autumn 
with many embarrassments to passen- 
gers seeking the Baltimore and Ohio 
road, such as requiring them to change 


rs at points upon the route, sending 
aggage to the wrong depot in Wash 
gton ; but still it scorned impossible, 
long as the cars of tho Baltimore and 
hio Company were permitted to run 
Don the Now Jersey road, i'or the 
cnnsylvania Company to secure tho 
>soluto control of the coveted busi- 
iss between New York and Washing- 
on. 
In view of this the Pcnnsylvan- 


Company adopted a summary plan, 


nd inflicted a blow upon its rival, 
hich, it was hoped, would settle the 
ifficulty. 
Tho Baltimore and Ohio 


ompany was accordingly notilicd that 
rom and after the followi'ny duy the 
irs of that road would not bo run on 
ic New Jersey roads, and a few days 
ibsequently this notice was followed 
y the issue of a circular to railroad 
ompanies 
throughout 
the 
United 


tatcs that the tickets of tho Baltimore 
ndOhio Company wonld not be recog- 
ized nor baggage by that road chcck- 
d over the line between New York 
nd Philadelphia. 


The war was then begun in earnest. 


'he Baltimore and Ohio Company 110- 
ified tho Pennsylvania Company that 
mlcss the.=e objectionable orders were 
withdrawn and arrangements siibstitu- 
ed by which the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company could obtain a fair share of 
he travel, and the contract be rcspect- 
,,d which required six months' notice 
icforc through arrangements could be 
abrogated, retaliatory measures would 
>e adopted. 
This throat not having 


,he desired effect, tho Baltimore and 
)hio Company, in December last, re- 
duced the rates on Western through 
:ravel about one-half, the theory be- 
ng that as this route did but compara- 
avely little through passenger business, 
and the Pennsylvania Company four 
limes as much as the Baltimore and 
Ohio, as a war measure the result 
would be to cripple the former, and at- 
tract to the route of the latter company 
a large number of passengers from the 
Pennsylvania route, who could bc»car~ 
ried at a very small additional cost.— 
The traveling public, always anxious 
for low rates of transportation, seemed 
to have taken sides with the Baltimore 
and Ohio Company. 
The officers of 


the Company claim that the result ex- 
ceeded their expectations, the through 
travel having doubled, and tho really 
excellent facilities of fine cars and first- 
class hotels were availed of by many 
passengers who otherwisa would not 
have traveled over the lino, and (he 
road became all tho better and mure 
favorably known for thrnngh travel. 


The effect upon the Pennsylvania 


Company can only be conjectured, but 
as that Company very [soon began to 
make efforts to settle tho controversy, 
it would appear to have been serious.— 
Shortly after the commencement of 
hostilities Vice-President Pratt, of the 
Philadelphia Wilmington and Balti- 
more Company, Mr S. M. Felton, and 
other friends of both companies, en- 
deavored to effect a settlement, and 
with that object had an interview with' 
the officers of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company. 
At this meeting it was 


proposed that a correct basis would be 
the equitable division of the passenger 
business, which could only be satis- 
factorily effected 
by arranging that 


trains between New York and Phila- 
delphia and Washington bo run alter- 
nately over tho Bal imoro and Potomac 
and Baltimore and Ohio routes, thus 
preventing any confusion with travel- 
ers, and securing to each of the rival 
lines about an equal amount of busi- 
iness. 


This plan was promptly acceded toby 


the Baltimore and Ohio Company, but 
declined by President Thompson uf the 
Pennsylvania, 
Company. 
Upon this 


failure, the war went on with renewed 
vigor, arid negotiations were suspended 
until the recent visit of Vice Presidents 
Scott and Robert, of the Pennsylvania, 
and Mr. Venton, to Baltimore fur con- 
ference. 
It is undcrsood that at this 


interview the Pennsylvania Company 
expressed a willingness to divide the 
buisness, as suggested, with the proviso, 
which the Baltimore and Ohio Company 
would not entertain, namely: that a 
connection be made at crossing of the 
Baltimore and Potomac and Baltimore 
and Ohio roads near tho Eclay House 
(Washington Branch), and that all New 
York and Philadelphia trains be run 
through the Baltimore and 
Potomac 


tunncl,to connect with the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore Itailroad, 
with a fair compensation for use of 
track and tunnels between the Relay 
House and Bayview, thus making (lie 
Washington Branch uf the Baltimore 
and Ohio Road terminate for through 
buisncps at the point named instead of 
at Baltimore. 
When this difficulty was 


encountered the officers of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company stated that it would bo 
necessary to have a further consultation 
with President Thompson. Upon their 
return to Philadelphia we learn that an 
invitation was extended to the officers 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Company to 
meet them in Philadelpha in what it 
was hoped would be a final conference. 


This was declined until the Pennsyl- 


vania Company agreed 
that before 


negotiations were renewed tho right ol 
the Baltimore and Ohio Company to 
run its train over the entire lino between 
Baltimore and Washington, transfer- 
ring them to tho Pbiladclpha, Wilmin- 
gton and Baltimore Railroad at Presi- 
dent street Station or Locust Point, in 
Baltimore, should bo acknowledged, and 
the scheme of the Baltimore and Poto- 
mac tunnel, as applied to the buisness 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Company, 
abandoned. 
Upon this basis tho Phil- 


adelpha meeting was held, and it was 
then determined that of the daily trains 
between New York nnd Washington, 
and a ice versa, each company .should 
have an equal number—that is, that 
two should bo run by the Baltimore and 
Potomac Company, and two by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Company, and one 
through train between Philadelphia and 
Washington in both directions by each 
route. [The order and hours of dcpal1- 
turc of these trains by the respective 
roads will be duly announced.] 


After this was agreed upon some de- 


lay was experienced by discussion be- 
tween 
the 
Philadelphia, 
Wilming- 


ton and Baltimore and the 
Pennsyl- 


vania companies as to the arranginentP, 
but these have now been adjusted. 


It has been agreed that the New 


Jersey lines controlled by the Penn- 
sylvania Company, anil the terminal 
facilities in New York for passengers 
and freight, are extended to the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Company, upon exact- 
ly the same terms as arc enjoyed by 
the Pennsylvania. Company itself. 


The now arrangements go into effect 


on Monday next, and carry with them 
a restoration of through passenger and 
freight rates between all points with 
which the rival companies compete for 
bu&insss.

The 


chief objection to prohibitory li<|iior l&ws 
(objection so i?ravetlmt it demands serious

Tho marked deviation from the accepted 
rule, (consent of tbo governed) In the cnac 
of the liquor law, nhows that another ele- 
ment Is needed to bring about success". * * 


The Idea uf the mlncntlllMTal mind of the 
writer, as above, fathomed in llml thought, 
tho great principle of I'r.-o government— 
and its eucessful Issues. The necessity for 
another element than force for the regen- 
eration of man from errors political, relig- 
ious, fanatical or Intemperate, is clenrly 
obvious. And while the present clement 
of law by force, must of necessity engender 
a rcptitlant net by force—ami in that con- 
dition of forces neutralized, whore does the 
regeneration conic in ? 


Submission to the law (beiiiK a willing 


obedience thereto) constitutes in Rencral 
opinion, llio duty of nil who aalt for a 
like protection by luw, mid makes up the 
lulthfu! citl/.cu. Is the law making power 
of tho country equal to the tusk of rumlur- 
ing justice in a law when a portion of such 
power iu all possibility, rcuctii'd the "er- 
m I no of office" lhrou,;h the fanatical force 
of like reasoning by Iheir constituents anil 
nru thcmBclveB thoroughly in harmony 
wllh luo power of force ? These are seri- 
ous quusliong to those who ubsoltitcly de- 
sire regeneration from intemperance, in 
all IhlngH, physical and social. 


Tho enforcement of tho law in a spirit 


of justice, must hecomo a fact reconcilable 
to all members of society, and fur weal or 
woo to those in conllict with llio spirit of 
Jiietlcc, but the enforcement of law in a 
spirit of /ow. and rc'ullutivn, nuiil bi> 
conio antagonistic to the spirit of regenera- 
tion from Intemperate evils, ntitl ran work 
lid good for Ihe grunt cause of temperance 
in coinniiinillrs or nulinimUtli'd. The great 
American 
idua 
of //•(,« yuviriiiucnt 


brought to our shores thousands uf people 
of nlhei nnlionaliticx, nil nii:c-r for tin' pure 
mr of free thought nnd free speech. They 
wore- wi'looinudjns rxilcs from thu cuiilnil- 
i icil ' despotic etj'Blcm umlrr which lluir 
liveii were endangered !>y oven nn evpn-si- 
ion agaiu.it tho law muluin; power, anil 
nninc to free America to hctomr » part of 
that power by our method of govcinmcnt. 
Tlieno same people, especially the Germans, 
briMiglil willi them, in mUlilion ttieir gener- 
al indtislry, their habits of lil'u hy liirlh and 
udcicnlion, their own, nnd not American in 
any sense perhaps.
